ngie Postecoglou, who at 33 is the National

In Fiji starting this Saturday will be the Oceania Club 
Championship, which is this region’s equivalent of the European 
Cup and South America’s Copa Liberatodores. 

South Melbourne have dubbed the mission ‘Operation Brazil’ 
because the winner of the Oceania Championship will contest 
the inaugural FIFA World Club Championship in January in 
Brazil. 

Manchester United of England, Vasco Da Gama and 
Corinthians of Brazil, Real Madrid of Spain, and Al Nasr of 
Saudi Arabia have already qualified for the World Club 
Championship. 

It is expected that the Oceania representative at the World 
Club Championship will receive a minimum of a million dollars 
from FIFA because of the lucrative TV rights. < 

As a result, the moustachioed Postecoglou is well aware of his 
huge responsibilities not only for South Melbourne, but for 
Australian soccer. 

From Melboume last night, Postecoglou told ABSW: “It’s an 
unbelievable opportunity for South Melbourne as well as for

Despite his relative youth, the 
phlegmatic and serious Postecoglou has 
steered the giant South Melbourne club 
to winning the last two National Soccer 
League Championships. 

But now, Postecoglou’s mission in 
Fiji over eight days has become the 
most critical challenge in this young 
Australian’s brief coaching career. 

When contacted last night, the 
characteristically quietly spoken 
Postecoglou said: “I’ye done much 
research already and whatever I’ve 
asked of South's management I have 
not been denied and have been given 
unquestioned support. 

“T flew to Fiji two weeks ago on a 
reconnaissance mission to check out all 
the playing pitches, hotel 
accommodation and local conditions. 

“The hotel we've selected 
(Macombo near Nadi) is okay, But the 
playing surfaces at Nadi (Prince 
Charles Park) as well as at Lautoka, left 
a lot to be desired. 

“The pitch at Lautoka is much 
smaller. But both were very poor, with 
dusty surfaces and little, or no grass at 
all. 

“It won't be any walkover as the 
conditions are very difficult over 
there.”

Unless I’m mistaken, from memory all the 
above as well as other ethnic soccer clubs were 
only founded and continued to exist at the

behest of their respective communities. 

They were never intended or geared to pro- 
mote soccer in the wider mainstream communi- 
ty. Those few ethnic clubs seeing their support 
base eroding like Budapest and Hakoah of 
Sydney who tried to make the transformation to 
a more mainstream audience both failed miser- 
ably. 

There is not the slightest evidence to suggest 
that the current bunch of rebadged ethnic clubs 
will be able to tap into the type of mainstream 
audience that Perth Glory and Northern Spirit 
altract. 

Spirit, Glory, Brisbane, Canberra, Carlton, 
Wollongong and Newcastle all carry no ethnic 
baggage. Some have succeeded beyond belief, 
others are failing badly and some are just hold- 
ing their own. 

Those ethnic based clubs desperately seeking 
the formula that will bring them salvation and 
Success are more than likely to land themselves 
ina catch 22 situation. 

There is no proven formula for success in Oz 
soccer — its more a case of hit and miss with 
Northern Spirit the classic example. 

I can understand the urgency of the ethnic 
NSL clubs predicament but they should look 
very carefully before they embark on a course 
which for many will prove disastrous and termi- 
nal. 

It’s my belief that in most cases their use by 
date as NSL clubs is well and truly passed 
because they have stayed too long at the party.

THIS TIME, IT'S THE OTHER MACOR 


hen it comes to scoring goals 
there is usually no doubt 
about who takes charge in

azio plan to leave Rome’s 
Olympic stadium and 
move to a new ground, 

A club spokeswoman confirmed 
a report in Rome daily Corriere 
dello Sport but stressed plans were 
still at an early stage. 

“Tt is only a project. We haven't 
got the land, so we are waiting. But 
there is no date yet,” she said, 

Corriere said Lazio planned to 
build a 40,000-capacity stadium, 
modelled on Manchester United’s 
Old Trafford, in time for the 
2000/01 season. 

The stadium, which would be 
located in the north of the city, 
would cost an estimated 50 billion 
lire (about $57m). 


The paper said Lazio were await- 
ing permission from the Rome city 
government but hoped to begin 
work in early December. 

Lazio have shared the 81,000- 
capacity Olympic stadium with 
rivals AS Roma since they left their 
previous home at the Nazionale sta- 
dium in 1953, 

While the new venue would have 
only half the capacity of their cur- 
rent home, it would allow Lazio to 
develop on-site commercial activi- 
ties in a way they cannot at the 
Olympic stadium, which is owned 
by the Italian Olympic Committee. 

Plans for the new stadium 
include shops, restaurants and a 
cinema. 


Lazio, Italy’s only publicly quot- 
ed club, have fewer supporters than 
Roma despite being more success- 
ful in recent seasons. They seldom 
fill the Olympic stadium for league 
matches. 

Meanwhile, Italy centre back 
Alessandro Nesta has extended his 
contract at Lazio until 2004, 

Nesta’s contract at the Rome side 
was not due to expire until 2001 
but he has been negotiating new 
terms with club officials for several 
weeks. 

‘The 23-year-old is already in his 
seventh season with Lazio and is 
club captain.

With many clubs looking to cash in on play- 
ers before their contracts run out and they 
become free agents under the Bosman ruling, 
players in Italy are increasingly vulnerable to 
sale by wheeler-dealer presidents. 

But Toldo, like a growing number of players 
in Serie A, is demanding the right to see out his 
contract.

ore than 23,000 supporters 
sat for six hours in 
Scotland’s national stadi- 


um last week for the ultimate fanta- 
sy football match. 

The star-struck fans turned up at 
Hampden Park simply in the hope of 
making it on to the cinema screen for a 
split-second as part of a new film fea- 
turing Oscar winner Robert Duvall and 
former Scotland striker Ally McCoist. 

The producers of The Cup Final, a 
tags-to-riches tale about a football 
team from a small Scottish village, 
believe that Hampden’s cast of thou- 
sands will help provide the authenticity 
which has plagued so many of foot- 
ball’s attempts to score on the big 
screen. 


Rob Carliner, producer of the 7.5 
million pound ($20 million) film, said: 
“We wanted to capture the spirit of the 
famous Hampden roar.” 

McCoist, who scored 19 goals in 60 
appearances for Scotland and was the 
European Golden Boot winner in 
1992, stars alongside Duvall, most 
famous for his role in The Godfather. 

McCoist, 37, currently plays for 
Kilmarnock in the Scottish premier 
league after spending 15 years with 
Rangers where he netted 350 goals to 
become the club’s record scorer. 

But it was McCoist’s television 
activities — he hosts a sports quiz 
show on BBC Television and a chat 
show in Scotland — which convinced 
the producers that the player could be 
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convincing in front of camera as well 
as in front of goal. 

“We have created a real game for 
The Cup Final, using footballers who 
can act rather than actors trying to play 
football,” Carliner said. 

Ironically, Rangers icon McCoist is 
cast as a former player from arch- 
rivals Celtic who helps turn fictional 
club Kilnockie, a struggling team from 
a small fishing village managed by 
Duvall, into one which reaches the 
Scottish Cup Final to play against the 
millionaires of Rangers. 

The Scottish Footbal! Association 
even loaned the real 125-year-old 
Scottish Cup trophy to the producers 
to add to the authenticity.
